Dear Iris Frieada- 


Ahoy there! It has been more than a year since I last greeted 
you via the pages of my catalogue. Our first plants were placed 
in the ground here in Oregon on Sept. 7th 1955, and in the year 
and a half that has gone by since that first step was taken, 
much has happened. While it has been a tremendous task, it 
as also been an enjoyable one. We have seen the new place 
take on a definite form. The wild, neglected acres have gra- 
dually been changed into fields of clean rich, fertile loam and 
those stretches in turn transformed into long rows of iris that 
extend completely across the seven acres. 


All of the fine numbered selections and new seedlings we had 
growing in Iowa were checked over and moved during last year's 
blooming season and are now well established here, promising to 
really put on a show for us this season. In view of the move 
to Oregon, I had crossed heavier during the spring of 1955 than 
at any time in the past and germination of that seed after it 
had been planted here was nearly 100%, so we lined out nearly 
30,000 seedlings last year, the largest crop I have ever grown. 
Due to work with named varieties, we did not transplant these 
as early as we would have liked, however many of these will 
bloom regardless of their late transplanting, so between these, 
the large field of new selection and the large field of named 
varieties, we are looking forward to a wonderful display of 
bloom this year and we cordially invite you to come and enjoy 
it with us. 

I wish to take this opportunity to thank you too, for going 
along with us so wonderfully last season. The early part of last 
years shipping season was made difficult by the fact that our 
plants had for most part, been winter planted and were slow to 
reach maturity. We tried to thank everyone personally last 
year who accepted a little later shipping date than had been 
specified, but I would like to again say thanks for your trust, 
patience and understanding during that time. Our fields are 
now well established and maturity will be reached at the normal 
time so all shipments will be made at requested times from 
large, hardy rhizomes showing plenty of increase, assuring you 
of good bloom and lots of plants for the next year. 

Since I could not personally answer all of the letters and 
cards at the time, I would also like to thank the great numbers 
of you who wrote to me about how much you enjoyed growing or 
seeing “Brigadoon”. It is most gratifying and pleasing to know 
that you have enjoyed it as much as I have.

We have had so many comments on their beauty and realness 
to life and so many questions about them and who took them;

We have spent much time over 
this with various color charts and find that as close as we can 
match the color, it is Carmine red by Ridgway. There seems to 
be a faint undertone of blue as near as we can fell and this 
somehow heightens the brilliance of its red tone. The overall 
appearance is of a bright rosy toned cherry red that has great 
carrying power. Its ultra smooth clean finish adds to its beauty. 
The flowers are large, beautifully formed and flaring. The sub- 
stance is very heavy and the finish is non-burning. Strong, very 
well branched stalks on husky plants. We think this has great 
potentialities as a parent and are looking forward to its seed- 
lings this year.
